
Crime panel does itself justice 


RE-OFFENDING has 
been slashed in Bridport 
little more than a year into 
a scheme which forces 
criminals to confront their 
victims. 

Incidents of anti-social 
behaviour and low-level 
crime have also fallen by 
up to a quarter following 
the launch of Community 
Justice Panels (CJP) in the 
town. 

The scheme drives crim¬ 
inals to come face-to-face 
with their victims in con¬ 
trolled meetings overseen 
by trained facilitators. 

Victims of anti-social be¬ 
haviour, criminal damage, 
less serious assault and 
theft have gained closure 
on often very disturbing 
and frightening events dur¬ 
ing 20 face-to-face ses¬

sions in the town. 

The pilot phase began in 
November 2010 with the 
first case referrals starting 
shortly afterwards. 

It was launched after 
Councillor Dave Rickard, 
Bridport Police’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team Ser¬ 
geant Jon Bleasdale and 
Beat Officer PC Scott Mc¬ 
Gregor visited the CJP 
team in Chard, Somerset to 
learn about the scheme. 

Focal authorities in 
Dorchester and Sherborne 
are currently looking to 
Bridport for guidance as 
they look to launch similar 
schemes. 


Sergeant Bleasdale said 
he was in no doubt of the 
success of the scheme. 

He said: “I have always 
felt that more could be 


done for victims than has 
been the case in the past, 
and this process does pre¬ 
cisely that with exception¬ 
ally high levels of victim 
satisfaction expressed. 

“I have no doubt that the 
CJP process has con¬ 
tributed towards an im¬ 
pressive decline in crime 


and anti-social behaviour 
in Bridport over the past 
year.” 

He added: “It is my hope 
that CJPs will continue to 
develop by taking on more 
cases and becoming an in¬ 
tegral part of the way in 
which victims and wrong¬ 
doers are dealt with.” 


The aim of the scheme is 
to restore confidence and 
to empower members of 
the community who have 
been affected by crime, 
said PC McGregor. 

He said: “This process 
works by bringing the

lic and voluntary sectors, on reaching retirement 
she realised a long held ambition to write a book 
about the women of the RNLI.

It is a fascinating account of the many sig¬ 
nificant roles that women have played in the or¬ 
ganisation since its beginnings back in the early

Valley, also has a huge range of other interests 
and she still holds plenty of ambitions. 


■ HAVE you always lived in Dorset? 

No, but I always wanted to live here right from being a 
little girl. I was brought up in Kent but my family had 
friends in Charminster and we would come down for hol¬ 
idays. I first came down here to live in 1971 to be a Ge¬ 
ography teacher in Gillingham. I then taught in 
Shaftesbury for a while before moving up north. I even¬ 
tually came back to Dorset in 1996. 

■ HOW did you get from teaching to working for 
the RNLI? 

After some years as a teacher I went off to do a masters 
degree. I didn’t go back to teaching because I joined the 
voluntary sector working as an Education Advisor for The 
Spastics Society, which is now known as Scope. Then, 
for a while, I had my own business running a delicatessen 
in Merseyside. I then went back to work for Scope as an 
Early Years Development manager, which was working 
to provide services for children aged under five with cere¬ 
bral palsy. I moved to the RNLI as a result of redundancy 
from Scope. 

■ WHAT attracted you to the RNLI job? 

I was very keen to be careful about making my next job 
move, by then I was about 40. I’d learned that I really 
liked working in ‘cause’ related areas; something I be¬ 
lieve in that I can really throw myself into. One morning 
I spotted an advert in the paper for the RNLI and that was 
the magical moment because my great grandfather had 
been an RNLI coxswain. He’d been highly esteemed and 
had even been awarded a medal by Queen Victoria for his 
bravery. 

■ WHAT were your various roles within the RNLI? 

To begin with, I got a post managing volunteers in North 



West England. I spent five years doing that and then I 
moved down to RNLI HQ in Poole working with major 
donors to the RNLI; the individuals who give large sums 
of money. My third job with the RNLI was working as 
the founder principal of the new training college at Poole 
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HQ. That’s where volunteer lifeguards, crew members 
and fundraisers go to be trained. I worked with the archi¬ 
tects and the design team in creating the place and then I 
ran it for four years before I retired. 

■ WHAT do you think your great grandfather would 
say about what you've done for the RNLI? 

Well, I think we’d have a very interesting conversation. 
He was all about the courage and leadership in a very 
primitive sort of lifeboat, and here I was 100-years later 
managing volunteers, raising money and training the 
crews amidst all the hi-tech wizardry we have these days 
- the contrast is huge. And yet, I just love the fact that 
there’s a continuum between us. 

■ WHEN did the idea for writing a book come 
along? 

That was a long held wish which I wasn’t able to realise 
until after I retired. When I joined RNLI I was bowled 
over by the calibre of the women I was meeting. I looked 
to see if anything had been written about the contribution 
that women had made from the early 1800s and there was 
nothing. So I put it as number one on my retirement list 
of ‘Things To Do’. As soon as I retired I found a publisher 
and researched and wrote the book, which is all about 
documenting the contribution that women in the organi¬ 
sation have made to saving life at sea; from launching 
boats, crewing boats, raising money, supporting the men 
folk and bringing it right up to date by looking at what 
women are now doing in senior management roles. It’s 
called ‘Hidden Depths - Women in the RNLI’.

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New centre showcases renewable energy

A £4 MILLION hub for 
renewable energy has 
opened in a specially 
built centre in Bridport. 

The Core - Renewable 
Energy Centre aims to 
raise public awareness by 
being a one stop shop for 
all sustainable technol¬ 
ogy options available on 
the market. The centre 
was the dream of Lucy 
Chant who was inspired 
by the eco-friendly fit¬ 
tings added to a house 
she saw being built. 


The opening was the 
culmination of three 
year’s hard work by Mrs 
Chant and her husband 
Ashley, who are both di¬ 
rectors at AP Chant re¬ 
newable energy. 

The building on Gore 
Cross Business Park was 
opened by Oliver Letwin 
MP on April 20th. 


Mrs Chant said: “We 
want to show case re¬ 
newable energy and so 
here you can see how the 
different systems work. 

“The idea is people can 
touch and feel and expe¬ 
rience renewable energy 
rather than just see pic¬ 
tures of it. 

“It’s about raising pub¬ 


lic awareness of renew¬ 
able energy, because peo¬ 
ple are changing from oil 
and gas to use alternative 
forms and so we hoping 
to change peoples’ per¬ 
ceptions of how they get 
energy. 

“We are really delighted 
and excited about the 
new venture and believe 
in it, so come and see it 
even if you are not inter¬ 
ested in renewable en¬ 
ergy and we will get you 
interested.” 


Storms bring down 80 foot tree 


AN iconic 80-foot tree which pre-dated Queen Victoria 
was brought crashing down by the storms which bat¬ 
tered Bridport this week. 

Affectionately known as the 'Grandfather tree' the 
plant had stood on Allington Hill for more than 200 
years. But high winds blew the tree down overnight on 
Wednesday, April 23rd. 

The lime tree was the oldest on the hill and is believed 
to date back to the early 1800s. The tree was one of two 
which had graced the north side of the hill - the other 
was known as the 'Grandmother tree'. 

A dog walker who discovered the tree the next morn¬ 
ing contacted the Allington Hill Volunteer group which 
cares for the area. The group was preparing to conduct 
a project documenting the wildlife around the tree at 
the popular beauty spot. 

Cathy Harvey, co-ordinator with the Allington Hill Vol¬ 
unteer group, said locals still remembered the two trees 
with great affection, as many happy hours were spent 
playing and climbing in them. 

She said: "It fell last Wednesday in the middle of the 
night. It is a sad lost. 

"I've been told its been called the Grandfather tree for 
many years and people can remember playing in it 30 
years ago on rope swings and all sorts of things and it 



became a very popular tree. By the size of the trunk it's 
at least 200 years old if not more. It's been an iconic tree 
for many years. Before the Woodland Trust there were 
very few trees on Allington Hill. Most of the woodland 
has been there less than 30 years, so that's why it's al¬ 
ways been so well loved in the local community." 

Mrs Harvey was due to start a project based on the 
tree in three weeks time. She will now document the 
changes to the habitat on and around the four-foot 
high stump which remains. 

But some hope remains the iconic tree will one day 
grow back to its full stature. 

Mrs Harvey said: "We were lucky it didn't pull the roots 
out of the soil. I spoke to a Woodlands Trust man and 
he feels that because the trunk is still in the ground and 
there's some growth below there's no reason why it 
won't re-grow." 

Many of the older trees on the hill are protected by a 
preservation order, but they have no protection from 
the storms witnessed this week. 

The tree will now be left where it fell, to provide a nat¬ 
ural habitat for the wildlife on the hill.

She added: “Years ago 
when we did a house in¬ 
stallation with renewable 
energy technology with 
everything that’s here at 
the centre. 

“So that’s maybe where 
my interest started when 
I saw the workmen dig 
and drill the bore holes 
which went about 150 
metres deep. I used to 
watch them and I was in¬ 
terested in how all the 
technology worked.” 


Mrs Chant said she was 
keen to get school chil¬ 
dren to visit the centre as 
part of its ethos of educa¬ 
tion. 

The Business Confer¬ 
ence Centre also boasts 
rooms upstairs equipped 
with state of the art facil¬ 
ities for meetings. 

Mr Chant, the manag¬ 
ing director of the com¬ 
pany, said: “It’s taken a 
long time and we’ve put 
so much into it.

Flame will be carried by a torchbearer, 
are planning a variety of events and 
celebrations to mark the occasion. 

The district council has agreed to al¬ 
locate up to £5,000 from the Leisure 
Development Fund to assist local cel¬ 
ebrations on July 12th and 13th. 

A sporting event with an Olympic 
theme and an evening event with en¬ 
tertainment and a hog roast are being 
planned in Burton Bradstock. 

Chideock is being decorated in the 
Olympic colours and a tea will be held 
in the village hall after the Torch 
Relay has passed through the village. 

The Lyme Regis community is plan¬ 
ning celebrations on the seafront once 
the Torch Relay procession has 
passed, including a parade of sporting 
achievers from the town. 

Residents of Abbotsbury have been 
busy making sail-shaped banners 
which will line the Torch Relay route 
through West Street, Market Street 
and Rodden Row. 

In Chickerell a community planting 
scheme is being organised to decorate 
the town and a Torch Relay BBQ, 
with food, music and other entertain¬ 
ment, is being planned for Saturday, 
July 14th. 

In Osmington a ‘Mini Olympics’ 
sports event and picnic lunch will be 
held at the Village Hall and field on 
Friday, July 13th. 

Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, Councillor Robert Gould 
said: “We are looking forward to wel¬ 
coming the Olympic Flame to West 


Dorset and it is great to see so many 
local people planning events for their 
communities.” 

The Olympic Flame will arrive in 
West Dorset at around 12:30pm on 
Thursday, July 12th.

West Bay improvements completed 

A LANDSCAPING project to improve the Mound car park area in West Bay 
has been successfully completed. 

The area has been redesigned to make way for car parking and a pedestrian 
space, where people can meet and learn about West Bay and the World Her¬ 
itage Coast. 

In addition to improvements to the car park and the installation of new 
paving, bollards and benches, the district council owned site has also been 
enhanced by public artwork reflecting the history and geology of West Bay. 

A carved stone image representing the harbour at low tide lies at the centre 
of the pedestrian area and words by local poet, Paul Hyland, are carved into 
the stone around the outside edge of the image and set into the paved area. 

Bronze plaques created by Somerset-based artist Michael Fairfax have also 
been incorporated into the new paving. The plaques show fossils and differ¬ 
ent aspects of the history of West Bay, such as rope and net making and boat 
building.They have a textured finish meaning people can take brass rubbings 
from them. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould said: "I'm delighted with 
the project to improve the Mound. The changes celebrate the unique her¬ 
itage of the area but at the same time mean that this part of West Bay is safer 
and more comfortable for people to access, explore and enjoy." 

Improvements have also been made to the area around the Harbour Mas¬ 
ter's office, including building an access ramp from the Mound Car Park and 
improvements to the existing steps. 

The improvements are ready for West Bay's residents and visitors to enjoy 
now.

MEP to give talk 


SOUTH West MEP Trevor Colman 
will be visiting Bridport to give an “eye 
opening” talk on the implications of 
staying in the European Union. 

Mr Colman will be guest of honour at 
a meeting in the Bull Hotel on May 
16th. 

The meeting was arranged by a group 
of eurosceptics to give people in the 
town the opportunity to hear about the 
workings of the European Union (EU). 

This will be the first meeting of this 
stature the unnamed group has organ¬ 
ised. 

Although Mr Colman is a member of 
the United Kingdom Independence 
Party, the meeting will be non-party po¬ 
litical. 

Those attending will also be able to 
quiz the former senior police officer on 
EU matters. 

Group member Joan Bolton said she 
hoped the talk would answer a lot of 
questions residents had about the coun¬ 
try’s role in the EU. 

She said: “This meeting was organ¬ 
ised because a lot of people are con¬ 
cerned about the EU, which seems to 
be quite a topic at the moment. 

“People are concerned about the state 
of the country and how it ties up with 
the EU. 

“So we felt we had to invite Trevor 
Colman to the meeting so he could tell 
the people of Bridport something about 
his experiences and what is going on. 

“Anyone who comes will have a 
chance to discuss whether it is better to 
have the EU and find out what’s hap¬ 
pening in Brussels. 

“If the information is as groundbreak¬ 
ing as I think it will be, then we will 
find out what we are in the EU for and 
why we don’t come out of it.” 

The former foreign language teacher 
added: “The meeting is not to change 
people’s minds, it’s to get the facts.” 

Mr Colman left school at 15-years- 
old before embarking on a career as a 
police officer in Devon in 1962. He re¬ 
tired from the force 33 years later at the 
rank of superintendent after serving 
most of his time in the CID. 


Since retiring he has written fiction 
and non-fiction books and been an ad¬ 
visor on the television police drama 
Wy cliffe. 

He became involved with UKIP in 
1999 and became a MEP in 2008. 

Mr Colman said: “The talk will be a 
potted history of the last 40 years of the 
EU and what is happening now. 

“The EU is starting to implode and 
we are now reaching the point where 
the people of Europe have to be con¬ 
sulted on whether they want to give up 
their right to govern themselves and 
hand it to unelected members of the 
EU, which includes us.” 

He added: “I’ve been doing these 
talks for 13 years and people are 
amazed at what I tell them. 

“The lack of knowledge by people is 
a tribute to the deception and lies of 
politicians who have hidden most of it 
from us. 

“People who have not been involved 
before, the talk will be an eye opener 
and I will try not to get involved in 
party politics. 

“I’m there to give the facts and every¬ 
thing I say is factual, which people can 
check for themselves afterwards.”

a drunken man smash¬ 
ing down an internal 
door with a fire extin¬ 
guisher. 

The 28-year-old is ar¬ 
rested for burglary and 
criminal damage. 

So began one of 20 
Community Justice 
Panel cases to have been 
dealt with in Bridport 
since 2010. 

This is the story of one 
offender's journey as he 
came to confront and 
except responsibility for 
a distressing crime. 

Both victim and 
wrongdoer met during 
an emotionally charged 
conference. 

The conference ended 
with the victim accept¬ 
ing a letter of apology 
and agreeing to allow 
the perpetrator to con¬ 
duct repair work on a 
damaged bench and 
build more seating in a 
communal area for other 
people who were af¬ 
fected. 

The victim said: "The 
incident involving dam¬ 
age to doors and win¬ 
dows caused 

considerable distress to 
those affected by the in¬ 
cident. 

"However the Commu¬ 


nity Justice Panel which 
took place, involving the 
offender as well as those 
affected by the incident, 
was therapeutic for all 
concerned. 

"During the panel 
hearing, the offender 
admitted responsibility 
and made a heart-felt 
apology, and as part of 
the outcome volun¬ 
teered to meet others 
affected by the incident. 

"In addition, some 
reparation was made by

the offender in the vol¬ 
untary building and do¬ 
nation of several 
benches, which have 
been much, appreci¬ 
ated." 

The wrongdoer said: 
"At first I thought that 
the scheme sounded 
like the easier option, 
that was until I entered 
into it and found myself 
looking at my victims, 
trying to explain my ac¬ 
tions and listening to 
how they were im¬ 


pacted by my actions. 

"It was a very emo¬ 
tional and sobering ex¬ 
perience for me: one 
that will stay with me. 

"If I had gone to court I 
think I would have 
looked back on the inci¬ 
dent with a sense of re¬ 
gret for getting caught 
as opposed to a sense of 
regret for my actions. 

"I felt that by dealing 
directly with the victims, 
my sense of sorrow and 
regret was heightened 
and that their sense of 
closure and satisfaction 
was also heightened. 

"I think one of the 
worst things about 
being a victim of crime 
is the fear it creates, and 
hopefully by meeting 
the victims and talking 
to them, I (hopefully) 
took away that fear, be¬ 
cause I could explain 
why I did what I did and 
apologise in a sincere 
fashion." 

He added: "Whether 
the program is suitable 
in other cases is not for 
me to judge, but in my 
case it was excellent. 

"From a personal self¬ 
ish point of view, my 
wider reputation wasn't 
damaged, and on an 
emotional level, I 
wanted to meet and

apologise, as well as rec¬ 
ompense my victims, 
which I feel I did far 
more effectively face-to- 
face than through the 
courts." 

Bridport's Beat Officer 
PC Scott McGregor said 
the alternative outcome 
would not have met the 
emotional reparation af¬ 
forded by the CJP. 

He said: "If this case 
had been dealt with 
under the current crimi¬ 
nal justice system 
guidelines for prosecu¬ 
tion, it is likely that the 
offender may have re¬ 
ceived a caution or a 
conditional caution. 

"Even if the case had 
been heard in court and 


some form of commu¬ 
nity order or compensa¬ 
tion was owed by the 
offender this would not 
have allowed either 
party the chance to 
speak face-to-face nor 
have the offender ex¬ 
plain why or what led to 
the original incident and 
apologise. 

"Nor would any pay¬ 
ment for compensation 
have met the emotional 
or heartfelt reparation 
the offender was able to 
express and deliver in 
this process." 

Since the incident and 
the CJP conference the 
wrongdoer has not re¬ 
offended or come to the 
attention of the police.

wrongdoer together with the victim 
in a conference or meeting, which al¬ 
lows the former to see the harm that 
they have caused and to recognise 
the consequences of their behaviour. 

“Both wrongdoer and victim then 
agree a course of action to allow the 
former to make amends for their be¬ 
haviour.” 


The partners involved in Bridport’s 
CJPs include the Town Council, 
Magna and Raglan Housing Associ¬ 
ations and West Dorset District 
Council. 

Councillor Rickard said he be¬ 
lieved restorative justice like the 
CJPs would eventually become 
mainstream. 

He said: “I like the model of CJPs 


and want to see Bridport’s pilot 
scheme rolled out across West 
Dorset, and perhaps eventually 
across the whole of Dorset. 

“The problem could be though that 
by taking what is in reality a local so¬ 
lution to a local problem and expand¬ 
ing it to a larger area, you could lose 
precisely that element of Localism 
that made it work in the first place.”

■ THERE has been a 
marked drop in re¬ 
ported low-level 
crime in the Bridport 
section of Dorset Po¬ 
lice, in figures re¬ 
leased to the View 
From Bridport.

Town's iconic cafe reopens 


BRIDPORT’S iconic Cafe 
Royal has reopened after 
five months’ restoration 
work. 

But leaseholder Tony Mar- 
raffa claims that spiraling re¬ 
pair costs almost destroyed 
his dream of rescuing the 
local landmark. 


The diner’s 1950s-style 
makeover cost twice as 
much as Mr Marraffa bar¬ 
gained for, with the bill ris¬ 
ing to almost £20,000. 

He said: “When I opened 
on Saturday I had just £4 left 
in my pocket - not even 
enough to put a float in the 


till. If it had gone on for one 
more week I don’t think I 
could have opened. 

“The cafe’s had five 
decades of papering over 
cracks, basically. Every time 
I started a job I seemed to 
open another can of worms. 
I had to spend £4000 on the 
floor alone. 

But with custom picking 
up following the sopping 
opening-day weather, the 
47-year-old chef from Wey¬ 
mouth is hoping to be in the 
black by June. 

He said: “The wet weather 


put a bit of a dampener on 
the opening day, but things 
are picking up now. Word is 
getting round about the 
place, and that’s the best 
form of advertising. 

“There’s also a Facebook 
page supporting the cafe, 
and all sorts going on that I 
didn’t know about. The sup¬ 
port’s been brilliant. It’s a bit 
overwhelming.” 

Lois, 46, who along with 
with her four-year-old son 
Nate was one of the first to 
visit the revamped eatery, 
described how the cafe has 


evolved over the years. 

She said: “I used to come 
here when I was a child 
when it was like the hub of 
it. It was like Euston station 
in those days. Coaches 
would come and drop off, 
everyone would come in 
here and then get back on the 
coach and go off down to 
Devon or wherever. 

“When I saw in the papers 
that it was closing I panicked 
a bit because it’s just been 
here for so long, and I just 
thought it shouldn’t go. 
Bridport needs a good cafe 


like this. I’m really pleased 
it’s opened again.” 

Bridport artist Kit 
Glaisyer, who painted a se¬ 
ries of pictures of the evoca¬ 
tive building and 
campaigned for its restora¬ 
tion, was pleased with the 
new look. 

He said: “It’s looking bril¬ 
liant and I’m really chuffed”. 

For Mr Marraffa, the proj¬ 
ect is far from over. 

He said: “This is the bare 
bones, the very bare basics. 
The work starts here, there’s 
a lot more work to be done.”

Chappell a hit 
with artists

with gesso and showed how they can be used wet 
like watercolours or applied with a palette knife to 
give texture.

Painting is all about making marks on the paper 
which portray not only the look of the subject but 
the emotions behind our view of whatever we are 
painting. 

By painting the sky first and masking it from the 
rest of the sea and cliffs, Michael showed how it is 
possible to achieve the effect needed by in some 
cases blending the colours and, at other times, 
painting over with another colour. 

His use of a toothbrush to flick white paint as spray 
and reflection onto the sea was a technique which 
appears simple but produces a light and natural re¬ 
sult. 

The next demonstration is 'Pastels' by Michael 
Lawes on Thursday, May 24th at 7:30pm in the St 
John Ambulance Hall and all members and guests 
are welcome.

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Creating that heavenly hallway for your home 


UNLESS your front door opens directly 
onto your living area or another room you 
can and should make something of the en¬ 
trance to your home. A well-presented hall¬ 
way gives a visitor their first impression, 
welcomes you home every time you've 
been out, and can even help to sell a prop¬ 
erty. 

Make an impact 

As the one area that people pass through 
ratherthan spend time in, the hallway is the 
perfect place to give visitors a glimpse into 
your personality. Use the hall as somewhere 
to set the tone for the rest of your house. 
Display photographs, paintings, a favourite 
rug and anything else that represents you 
and your family. 

The hallway also offers an opportunity for 
colour, particularly as white can often be 
stark and uninviting. Colour can be intro¬ 
duced via wallpaper, fabric (such as curtains, 
a rug ortable linen on a console), a painting 
ora plant. 

Patterned wallpaper works particularly 
well in a long, narrow hallway or stairwell as 
it draws the eye away from the length and 
creates the illusion of width. Not only will it 
add drama, but you also won't have to 
worry about it clashing with sofas. 

Pay attention to detail 

If possible, try to think of the hallway as a 
room in its own right. As such, treat it with 
the same care and attention to detail as you 


would any other room. If there's space, put 
a chair or a small table there. 

It is also an area prone to wear and tear - 
keep skirting boards painted and keep your 
walls clean of mucky hand prints on the 
walls. 

Halls also tend to be rich in wall space. 
Take advantage of this to display photo¬ 
graphs, prints and paintings, or hang a large 
mirror to give the illusion of space. 

Also,thinkdassicTouches such as an um¬ 
brella stand orthat20th century hall acces¬ 
sory, the "gossip" bench (a seat and table in 
one, designed with comfortably using the 
telephone in mind) will help to give your 
hall a sense of purpose. 

Keep it light 

Wall-lights work very well in a hallway. Use 
tall candle-stick stems with your own 
choice of lampshade (modern or tradi¬ 
tional) for a stylish look. Mirrors will also help 
available light to go further. 

If your hallway has a window, and if space 
allows, make a feature of this by placing a 
chair or table underneath. Also, instead of 
net curtains, consider privet hedges or high 
window boxes to cover the lower half of 
the window.This will retain privacy without 
compromising on aesthetics. 

Hints for a heavenly hallway: 

• Never use your hallway as a dumping 
ground.This is the first thing you see when 
you open the door so keep the hall and 


stairs tidy and free of clutter at all times. 

• If this is where you keep coats and bags, 
invest in some appropriate storage. There 
are so many storage options for halls and 
lobbies now that you will definitely find 
something to suit your needs. Choose 
from free-standing coat-racks, fixed indi¬ 
vidual ora rail of hooks, a shoe rackor high 
level shelving for hats and bags. 

• If doors to other rooms lead off from the 
hallway, think carefully about the colour 
scheme to ensure that the eye is easily 
drawn from one space to the next. One 
way of seamlessly linking rooms is to keep 
the wall colours similar, while having differ¬ 
ent floor coverings to divide the rooms. For 
example, tiles or wooden flooring in the 
hall and carpet in the adjoining room. 

•Whatever the size or shape of your hall¬ 
way, your prime concern should be to 
make it as welcoming as possible. Stand in 
the doorway and imagine you're walking 
in for the first time. What needs to change? 
The colour? Lighting? Flooring'? Or does it 
simply need to be de-cluttered? 

• Use the space under your stairs wisely. 
Under-staircupboardsarea useful storage 
option. Or if there's enough headroom, 
why not convert the space into a down¬ 
stairs loo? Apart from the toilet, you only 
need a small handbasin, a mirror and a 
towel rail. Ask a plumber for advice and a 
quote.

GRASS 

Performed at Slader's Yard 
Friday, April 27th 
Review by Chris Denne 


WEST Bay's Slader's 
Yard, better known as 
an exhibition space, 
cafe, and showroom for 
Petter Southall's mes¬ 
meric arcs, was for two nights the venue for Simon Rae's 
short play Grass, which explores the madness of the 
19th century Romantic poet, John Clare. 

The play was schizophrenically performed by former 
RSC actor David Keller, who had Clare sparring with, ca¬ 
joling, and ranting at each ofthe other characters, all of 
them played by Keller himself. 

The son of a farm labourer, John Clare shot to fame in 
the 1820's through his powerful poems about the rural 
environment and its destruction. However, his life was 
to be defined by a blossoming madness, which resulted 
in him spending 25 years in institutions. 

Clare became convinced he was simultaneously mar¬ 
ried to both his current wife and his childhood sweet¬ 
heart, a delusion which provided Rae with the core of 
his play. 

He said:"That was the thing I was interested in explor¬ 
ing - how can you actually imagine you are married to 
someone you are not? The play is an exploration of his 
madness through the rationalisation of that situation." 

Rae was determined to avoid the pitfall of using, as he 
puts it,"very good actors in big girls blouses looking an¬ 
guished'^ portray the Romantic poets, so he gave the 
play a modern setting and rewrote much of Clare's po¬ 
etry to facilitate this. 

The result is something that is entirely timeless. With 
just a couple of props, a simple lighting trick and a riv¬ 
eting, instantly absorbing performance from Keller, we 
are transported from scene to scene and character to 
character in a space that may well exist purely in Clare's 
deluded mind. 

Yet when Clare rails against the commercialization of 
the countryside - a cause as important to the poet in 
1820 as it is to tree-dwelling protestors today - his rage 
and despair seem more sane than the terrifying aspira¬ 
tions of many industrialists.

PHOEBE Meryll, a lively young 
woman, is fondly admired by all the 
Yeomen of the Guard and she has 
fallen for the good looks ofthe pris¬ 
oner whom she has seen exercising 
daily on the Beauchamp Tower. 

She has been hotly pursued by Wil¬ 
fred Shadbolt, the Head Jailer and 
Assistant Tormentor but she has 
spurned all his advances. 

Her father, Sergeant Meryll, de¬ 
sires to release the prisoner whom 
she fancies because he has twice 
saved MerylI's life in recent cam¬ 
paigns. So Phoebe is given the task 
of chatting up Shadbolt and steal¬ 
ing the keys to the cells from him. 

She winds him around her little fin¬ 
ger whilst telling him how she 
would "rest her loving head upon his breast - were she his bride"! Once released 
from jail, Colonel Fairfax is disguised as Leonard Meryll and is introduced to the 
ranks as Leonard. (The real Leonard Phoebe's brother, had just arrived to join the 
Yeomen ofthe Guard, but is sent back by his father to Windsor to await the reprieve 
for Fairfax following his appeal.) 

Fairfax (who is pretending to be Leonard) is then introduced to Phoebe, his sister. 
Shadbolt tells Fairfax that he and Phoebe are engaged (to which she replies "or 
more or less") and he asks Fairfax to take his sister under his wing and to deny her 
disposition to "indiscriminate caress". The scene evolves into an amusing number 
until the funeral bell starts to toll for the forthcoming beheading of Colonel Fairfax 
who turns out, of course, to be on the run! 

Phoebe is one of the main characters in "The Merryman and his Maid", pos¬ 
sibly better known as "The Yeomen of the Guard" - an operetta to be staged 
at The Marine Theatre from 15th to 19th May by Lyme Regis Operatic Society. 
Phoebe will be played by Cathryn Brooks - opposite her husband, Mike, who 
will play the part of Shadbolt, the Head Jailer. Phoebe's brother, Leonard, is to 
be played by Jonathan Hunt.

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Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


FIVE years ago the Yorkshire poet, Simon Ar- 
mitage collaborated with director, Brian Hill 
to make a film about soldiers who suffer from 
shell shock, or post traumatic shock disorder 
as it is now known. This intensely moving 
documentary was broadcast by Channel Four 
in 2007. 

There were three main participants, the old¬ 
est being 75. This title poem was recited in 
the film by the three soldiers whose senti¬ 
ments are summarised in it. 

THE NOT DEAD 

We are the not dead. 

In battle life would not say goodbye to us. 
And crack-shot snipers seemed to turn a blind 
eye to us. 

And even though guns and grenades let fly at us 
we somehow survived. 

We are the not dead. 

When we were young and fully alive for her, 
we worshipped Britannia. 

We the undersigned 
put our names on the line for her. 

From the day we were born we were loaded 
and primed for her. 

Prepared as we were, though, to lie down and 
die for her, 

we somehow survived. 

So why did she cheat on us? 

Didn't we come running when she most 
needed us? 

When tub-thumping preachers 


and bullet-brained leaders 
gave solemn oaths and stirring speeches 
then fisted the air and pointed eastwards, 
didn't we turn our backs on our nearest and 
dearest? 

From runways and slipways Britannia cheered us, 
but returning home refused to meet us, 
sent out a crowd of back-biting jeerers 
and mealy-mouth sneerers. 
Two-timing, two-faced Britannia deceived us. 

We are morbidly ill. 

Soldiers with nothing but time to kill, 
we idle now in everyday clothes and ordinary towns, 
blowing up, breaking down. 

If we dive for cover or wake in a heap. 
Britannia, from horseback, now crosses the street 
or looks right through us. 

We seem changed and ghostly to those who 
knew us. 

The country which flew the red white and blue for us 
now shows her true colours. 

We are the not dead. 

Neither happy and proud 
with a bar-code of medals across the heart 
nor laid in a box and draped in a flag, 
we wander this no-man's land instead, 
creatures of different stripe - 
the awkward, unwanted, unlovable type - 
haunted with fear and guilt, 
wounded in spirit and mind. 

So what shall we do with the not dead and all 
of his kind? 


Simon Armitage wrote nine poems for the 
people taking part in the film and they have 
all been included in a little book entitled The 
Not Dead, published by Pomona Books. The 
shortest ofthe poems is this one, which was 
one of 75-year-old Cliff's memories of his 
service in Malaya, when five ofthe soldiers he 
fought with were laid to rest. 

THE PARTING SHOT 

So five graves, like long evening shadows, are dug, 
and the five coffins wait in line, varnished and 
squared off, 

and the firing party aims for the distance and fires, 
and all are starched and suited and buttoned up. 

Then ramrod straight, under the shade of a tree, 
The boy-bugler raises a golden horn to his lips, 
and calls to his dead friends with his living breath. 
And the tune never wavers or breaks, 
but now tears roll from his eyes, 
tears which fall from his face and bloom 
on his ironed green shirt like two dark wounds. 

Then the world swims and drowns in everyone 
else's eyes too.

OFFICIALLY formed in 1964, the musicians who made 
up the original Skatalites had been playing together as 
a studio band in various combinations since the 50s 
and now you have the chance to see them live and ex¬ 
traordinary at the Electric Palace, Bridport.

From the start, The Skatalites changed Jamaican 
music forever. The creation of ska - the father of rock¬ 
steady, the grandfather of reggae - gave us eternal 
rhythms that now infiltrate the globe. 

The Skatalites will be appearing at the Electric Palace, 
Bridport on Tuesday, May 15th. Doors open at 7pm.

Tons of Money 

TONS of Money, Lyme Regis Dramatic Society's latest pro¬ 
duction at the Marine Theatre, although originally per¬ 
formed in the nineteen twenties, had been more recently 
arranged by Alan Ayckbourn, and I felt that his influence 
was apparent as the cast proceeded from comparative san¬ 
ity into a chaos of their own making. The journey was cer¬ 
tainly a very amusing one as, without exception, they 
wrung every scrap of humour out of what was anyway a 
very funny script. 

Leaders in this were Aubrey and Louise Allington, a mid¬ 
dle class couple of the twenties who were living as well as 
their creditors would allow, ignoring final demands, injunc¬ 
tions and writs and pretending to be oblivious to the gath¬ 
ering financial storm clouds. Chris Knight and Hazel Cawte 
were cast in the roles, and both fulfilled them admirably. 

His spinster aunt and permanent house guest, Miss Be¬ 
linda Mallett, was played most believably by Anne King. De¬ 
manding, suspicious, deaf as a post and never willingly 
separated from her knitting, she never had a good word to 
say for anyone and one felt that every establishment of the 
era probably had one just like her. 

Best friend of Louise and, unknown to her, married to a 
distant family member, was Jean Everard, (Nicky Sweet- 
land). She came across well indeed as a nineteen twenties 
"flapper" with cultivated vapidity, a lisp and whose rrrs had 
gone rather "awy". Furthermore she could seemingly only 
identify her missing husband by the way he kissed; some¬ 
thing that the various applicants, of which there were three, 
took advantage to a greater or lesser degree. 

First of the three was Aubrey himself, finding himself in 
that position as a result of an idea that went horribly wrong. 
The second, played by Jerry Smith, was "Henery", a chancer 
introduced by the scheming butler with a view to financial 
gain, and the third, the real article, played by Mike What- 
more with some righteous indignation and complete mys¬ 
tification as regards the situation in which he found himself. 

If the above represented the cast's "quality", these that fol¬ 
lowed made no less a contribution to the success of the 
production. They were the staff, and well led by Sprules the 
butler, played by Jim Pettifer. All subservience and solidity 
on the outside, he conveyed many of his inner thoughts by 
excellent facial expressions, and it came as no real surprise

when his willingness to take advantage of a situation by 
flouting the law came to light. 

His sidekick, in more ways than one, was parlourmaid Pam 
Ladd. Clad in the traditional parlourmaid's costume, and 
wearing headgear that seemed to fall further over her eyes 
every time I looked at it, she made a great deal humourwise 
of what was, in essence, a comparatively small part. 

Fred Humphrey played Chesterman, the rather effete so¬ 
licitor with conviction, with much of the plot hinging on his 
various pronouncements, while Giles the gardener (Richard 
Stirk), a man of exceedingly few words, demonstrated a 
commanding stage presence when armed with a pitchfork. 

The Allington's creditors, (Jan Bearpark, Karen Hull, Jean 
Cook, Georgie Harwood, Dune Weaver and Heather Britch- 
ford) had been a latent but threatening presence through¬ 
out; but they joined the party, if such it can be called, at the 
last for a rather spectacular and certainly chaotic finale. 

There were no scenery changes for "Tons of Money", with 
the action taking place entirely in the library. I thought the 
incidental music evocative; the furnishings were appropri¬ 
ate, as were the costumes and pyrotechnics off stage. 
Aubrey, too, managed his costume changes on cue. 

Make no mistake, this was a funny and most enjoyable 
production. It was made so by a cast who, I believe, had 
worked hard to get the most out of what was a funny script. 
Director Cherine Hill should certainly be pleased with the 
efforts of her team, and can chalk up another success for 
the society.

'IT NEVER rains but it pours' is the

Eight goal thriller finale for Bees

BRIDPORT surrendered a four-goal ad¬ 
vantage in a pulsating last game of the 
season at St Mary's Field on Saturday. 

Three goals to the good in the first 15 
minutes they looked to have put the 
game to bed when Chris Clarke ran half 
the length of the field to add a fourth 
early in the second-half. 

However Street, with the elements in 
their favour, hit back to equalise with six 
minutes of normal time left, in an absorb¬ 
ing game that saw the home crowd 
grateful for a point in the end, but won¬ 
dering why they didn't get all three. 

With a strong breeze in their favour,

Street had a great chance to reduce the 
arrears on eight minutes when Sam 
Filkins completely mis-kicked a pass 
back.The ball ran agonisingly across the 
face of the goal where Phil Ormerod re¬ 
turned it across the empty goal, but just 
like the Bees'keeper, Craig Herrod mis- 
cued and the ball dribbled past the post. 

An incisive move on 10 minutes saw 
Wise set Matt Condliffe free down the 
right. His drilled cross found Senior 
whose bullet header, destined for the top 


right hand corner, was brilliantly turned 
behind by Punchard. 

Almost before the crowd had time to 
draw breath, the Bees had added a third, 
when on fifteen minutes Ben Clarke col¬ 
lected the ball as it pinged around in the 
box and turned to fire it into the bottom 
right corner of the net through a sea of 
legs.
